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City Increases Its Water 
Supply, Rejecting County 
Flood Control Proposal 


Method Now Offered Hoon 
To Sierra Madre and Fair 
To All Communities

Tlie rainy season to the average 
I>erson in Soutliern California 
means iittle more that a sea.son 
of slippery streets, wet clothing, 
trouble with the windshield wiper, 
and the usual explanations to tour¬ 
ists regarding the unusualness of 
particular showers. To the farmer 
it means the success or failure of 
his crops. But to the many water 
companies to whom is entrusted 
the problem of furnishing adequate 
supply of pure water to all of the 
people every minute of the day and 
night it means the replenishment 
of the sources of supi)ly. 

Without this yearly replenish¬ 
ment this part of the country would 
revert to a desert state and civili¬ 
zation could not exist. 

The water supply for the City 
of Sierra Madre comes from three 
.sources. Nine per cent of the total 
yearly supply comes from an open 
mountain stream In the Little San¬ 
ta Anita Canyon, 10 per cent comes 
from two tunnels in the aides of 
the Canyon at the site of the flood 
control dam in Little Santa Anita 
Canyon, while the remaining SI per 
cent is pum{>ed from two wells in 
East Central avenue^. -j ' 

Water Is Lost 

'f’hese two wells are located in 
tlie basin formed by the Raymond 
Hill Dyke, a natural underground 
dam which holds hack the under¬ 
ground water How, forming a basin. 
T'he replenishment of the storage 
in this underground basin which i 
furnishes us with SI per cent of our ( 
yearly supply depends almost- en 
tirely upon the seepage of the rain¬ 
fall and waste waters through the 
soil behind the Raymond Hill Dykey 
Whenever storm or waste water fs | 
allowed to cross this dyke on the ; 
surface it is lost to .Sierra .Madre. I 
When we consider that during | 
the past rainy season more than i 
765 gallons of water fell as rain . 
within the city limits of Sierra I 
Madre, and that most of this water | 
crossed the dyke on the surface j 
and was lost to us, we realize the I 
Importance of the stuily of conser ' 
vatlon of storm waters. Had it i 
been possible to conserve all of I 
this water in reservoirs, it would 
have furnished every Inhabitant of | 
the city with lOt) gallons of water j 
every day for four years. I 

This total conservation la, of ! 
course Impossible, but there are

“If a community can pre¬ 
vent or reduce needless deaths 
from drowning, it is an accom¬ 
plishment to which every citl- i 
zen and every mother and 
father should give the fullest 
cooperation. 

"Swim week once a year 
has become universal through¬ 
out the country, and the Sierra 
Madre chapter of the Amer¬ 
ican Red Cross together with 
the Sierra Madre News will i

Free 
lessons in swimming and life¬ 
saving will be given by a 
qualified instructor to all who 
enroll in the classes. 

“I cannot too strongly urge 
all parents to encourage their 
children to take advantage of 
this instruction and to parti¬ 
cipate in it themselves.

1 In Los Angeles county the 
percentage of divorces was 
greater than in the State' 
but San Francisco county had 
an even greater percentage. 
In Los Angeles county there 
were 19,650 marriages and 
i 7,115 divorces last year, as 
again.st 6,127 marriages and 
2,325 divorces in San Fran- 
cbsco.

W. S. Andrews Is Reminis- 
i cent On 50th Anniversary 
Of His Arrival 

\ "It was fifty years ago on the 
^ Fourth of July that I arrived In 
I California,” said W. S. Andrews, 
senior partner in the firm of An- 
I drews and Hawks. “I came by 
1 what was then known as an ‘im- 
I migrant train’, which consisted 
, of three passenger cars hitched 
i to a freight train. It took us a 
i week to get to San Francisco 
; from Omaha, where the immi- 
I grant trains started from. We 
I just loafed along, and stopped 
j an hour here and there for no 

I apparent reason. I had come by 
! passenger train, it was the Union 

Pacific then, from Hartford, 
Conn, to Ogden, and by the Cen¬ 
tral Pacific to San Francisco. 

"My Impression of Los Angeles 
was pretty bum,” Mr. Andrews 
continued, "and San Diego was 
worse. Los Angeles had no 
i paved streets then, and the side¬ 
walks were of plank boards. They 
had one-horse cars in those days, 
about one an hour. The U. S. 
Hotel at Commercial and Main, 
and the Pico Hopse at the Plaza, 
still standing, were there then. 

I I was one of a total of three 
1 guests at the Horton House in 
! San Diego, which was then a 
I town of about 1,000 inhabitants. 

Oranges Were Gold 

"I had intended to locate in 
the Oajon Valley, having heard 
it was healthful there. I found 
It a pretty warm sort of place. 

I found health In the San Gabriel 
Valley and here I have been ever 
I .since August, 1880.” 

I In reply to the query, “Did 
1 you have any trouble finding 
1 work ?” Mr. Andrews replied, ;

UT of the ordinary 
methods of preparing 
. vegetables are shown 

in the favorite dishes 
of a number of Sierra Madre¬ 
ans. Now while cucumbers 
are plentiful the method Mrs. 
Carlton J. Pegler employs to 
produce a most appetizing, 
and different, dish is most in¬ 
teresting. Here is her recipe 
for steamed cucumbers; 

Pare cucumbers so that none 
of the green is left on them. 
Cut into strips lengthwise and 
place in dish to steam until 
tender. Serve with Hollan- 
daise sauce made as follows; 
Cream one half cupful butter. 
Add the yolks of three eggs, 
one at a time, and beat well. 
Add salt and pepper to taste 
and one half cupful boiling 
water. Cook in double boiler 
or over hot water, stirring 
constantly until the sauce 
thickens; then add juice of 
half a lemon. Remove from 
beat as soon as lemon juice 
is added and pour over cucum¬ 
bers. Serve as quickly as pos¬ 
sible. 

Mrs. D. Tucker’s recipe for 
egg plant stew is quite out of 
the ordinary and a real favor¬ 
ite. Here it is: 

1 large eggplant 

2 sliced tomatoes 

1 small onion, chopped 

1 potato, sliced thin

slowly for about 20 minutes. 
Season with salt and three 
tablespoonsful butter.

many ways of saviiiK some of the 
water by preventing its escape 
over the dyke and thus allowing 
it to seep down to the underground 
reservoir. 

At present, most of this storm 
water flows in the streets to the 
; South boundary of the City at 
Live Oak avenue and thence in 
channels across the llaldwln prop¬ 
erty through Arcadia, eventually 
flowing into the Santa Anita Wash. 

Several months ago a plan was 
presented to the City Council of 
Sierra Madre by the County of Los 
Angeles, in which it was proposed 
to pick ui) all of this water in a 
storm drain at Live Oak avenue 
and carry it easterly to the Santa 
Anita Wash. The cost of this pro¬ 
posed drain was to be borne by the 
cities of Sierra Ma<lre and Arcadia, 
the Santa Fe Railroad, the Haldwin 
atid Stocker estates, the Oakland 
Syndicate and the County, all of 
whom would be benefited by the 
elimination of the danger of storm 
damage. 

This plan of a single drain in 
Live Oak avenue did not meet with 
the approval of our Council for 
several reasons: No benefit would 
be derived by Sierra Madre from ! 
t)Osslble storm damage a.s the water i 
would not be picked up until it had ! 
crossed the entire city. The water! 
would be carried across the Ray- i 
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mond Hill Dyke and lost to our 
basin and our people would be as¬ 
sessed without any accruing bene¬ 
fits. 

There Is, liowever, an obligation 
on our part to assist Iti the solu¬ 
tion of the problem, Inasmucli as 
most of this storm water origin¬ 
ates in the City of Sierra Madre. 

It was finally suggested by Mayor 
Myers that we study the possibil¬ 
ity of diverting this storm water | 
easterly on three streets. Instead 
of one, and spreading it on the 
Water Depaitmenfs 30 acres on 
East Central, avenue. 

This plan was found to be en¬ 
tirely feasible and wheti presented 
to the County Engineers It received 
their approval and promises of sup¬ 
port. 

Hriefly, the plan itroposes to pick 
ui) the surface drainage on Grand 
View, Central and Live Oak ave¬ 
nue, and carry It easterly to the 
City limits, where it will (low 
slowly across spreading grounds 
and seep through the soil to re 
plenish our well supply. 

Inasmuch as the betieflts anti 
ci|)ated in the County’s original 
plan will be just as fully realized 
under Sierra Madre’s plan, the cost 
of the work should be shared by 
the same Interests. In addition, 
the cities of Sierra .Madre and Ar¬ 
cadia will receive added benefits I 
in increased underground storage I 
which means lower pumping costs I 
and a greater feeling of safety dur- I 
ing the dry seasons.
